Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Oyama etal. (US 5,942,319). 

Oyama discloses (fig 17a) a display apparatus with a film on a display plane, the 
film having (fig 4) a luminous transmittance equal to or less than 85%, (fig 10, table 1) a 
luminous reflectance equal to or less than 1% and a flattened reflectance curve, of 
which absolute values of differential values are equal to or less than 2 with the film 
provided on an outer surface of the display plane. 

Regarding claims 1, 2, 4, 8, 9, 11, 15 and 18, the functional recitation that the film 
has a luminous transmittance equal to or less than 85%, a luminous reflectance equal to 
or less than 2%, a flattened reflectance curve, of which absolute values of differential 
values in a visible light region of 380 nm - 780 nm are equal to or less than 2, selective 
absorption at approximately 450 nm, 570 nm, and 650 nm, resistance equal to or less 
than 10000, absorption equal to or less than 75% at approximately 450 nm has not 
been given patentable weight because it is narrative in form. In order to be given 
patentable weight, a functional recitation must be expressed as a "means" for 
performing the specified function, as set forth in 35 USC 112, 6 th paragraph, and must

be supported by recitation in the claim of sufficient structure to warrant the presence of 
the functional language. 

Regarding claims 5-7, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to select an appropriate material for the film, 
since it would be within the genera! skill of a worker in the art to select a known material 
on the basis of its suitability for the intended use. 

Regarding claims 3, 7, 10, 12, Oyama discloses (column 21, lines 4-7) a surface 
resistance iess than 1000 Q/n, (fig 17a) a laminated film composed of at least three 
layers (columns 5-6) with a protective film (13) composed mainly of Si0 2 , a conductive 
film composed of Cr (column 6, lines 10-45), and an absorption film (11) at a surface of 
a display plane (1 0), and the absorption film is arranged at a position closer to the 
display plane than the conductive film and (column 7, lines 19-26) the display apparatus 
being a plasma display device or a cathode ray tube. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-2 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
